The meeting was called by W. J. 

rahan, president of the Se Pad Air 
Line railroad, and representative in the

The meeting was held primarily to 
feel out the situation and temper of 
the southeastern roads in regard to ac- 
tive co-operation with each other and 
with the government, which necessitates 
the cessation of inter-territorial com- 
petition.

Plans for the conservation of motive 
power, equipment and rolling stock 
were also outlined and will be put in 
opera at soon as practicable.

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VETERANS IN GRAY 
WELCOMED BY BLUE 


Grand Army Men Escort 
Gen. Harrison at Washing- 
ton--Hundreds of Southern 


Washington, June 4.—Probably the 
largest number of southerners ever 
gathered in a city north of the Potomac 
are in the national capital today. They 
include Confederate Veterans, Sons of 
Veterans, Daughters of the Confederacy, 
sponsors, maids of honor, chaperona and 
thousands of visitors who have come 
te attend the twenty-seventh annual re- 
‘union of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, the first gathering e kind ever 
held outside of confederate territory. 

Every incoming train from the south 
ie swelling the throng and today the 
city assumed an aspect never before 
presented. Grand Army men were min- 
gling with their old-time opponents in 
gray and in addition Spanish war veter- 
ans and the men now training for serv- 
ice in France added a touch of color 
unique in American history. An escort 
of Grand Army men met General George 
P. Harrison, commander-in-chief of the 
veterans, on his arrival today. 

Although the reunion will not be for- 
mally opened until tomorrow, for all 
purposes it is now in full swing. In 
the camp, under the eaves of the cap- 
itol, the veterans are busy renewing old 
acquaintances and Washington resi- 
dents, congressmen and senators are 
almost swamping the camp grounds to 
convince the one-time rebels“ that they 
are now welcome to the goal they so 
threatened a half century ago. In 
cafes the strains of “Dixie” are given 
a place alongside the Star Spangled 
Banner.” 

The Old “Rebel Yell,”

TAX OF $20 PER BUSHEL 

ON GRAIN FOR DISTILLERS 

Whisky Manufacturers Ad- 
mit Tax Puts Them Out of 
Business—House Taxes on 
Beer and Wine Unchanged 


Washington, June 4.—Prohibition leg- 
islation was approved today by the sen- 
ate finance committee as a new feature 


of the war tax bill 
Prohibitive taxes upon distillation of 
whisky and other spirits for beverage 


purposes, with a ban upon their im- 
portation, were agreed upon by a sub- 
stantial majority of the committee. 
Taxes fixed by the house on beer and 
wines were left unchanged, though they 
have not yet been finally approved. 

General suspension of beverage pro- 
duction by distilleries and use of liquor 
now in bonded warehouses probably 
would be the effect of the new tax sec- 
tion if enacted into law. 

Curtailment of liquor consumption 
during the war and conservation of 
foodstuffs in manufacturing distilled 
spirits, Chairman Simmons said tonight, 
constituted the dual subject of the com- 
mittee in adopting the substitutes for 
the house rates. Manufacture of alco- 
hol for. industria], mechanical or medi- 
cinal purposes would nov be affected. 


Inerease Bars Manufacture.

As supplementary legislation the 
committee further approved an amend- 
ment prohibiting importation into this 
country, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
of distilled spirits made from any food- 
stuff except for industrial, mechanical 
or scientific purposes. 

Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, a pro- 
hibition advocate, was the author of 
the liquor emendments. Belief in the

Distillers te Quit. 

The prohibitive taxes, Levi Cooke, 
counsel for the National Distilling in- 
terests, said tonight, will result in very 
complete cessation of distillation for 
beverage purposes. 

Senator Gore estimates that supplies 
of distilled spirits now in bonded whis- 
ky would, according to the present 
rates of consumption, last for betweén 
two and three years, thus removing the 
prospect of serious curtailment of fed- 
eral revenues for that period.

Action Taken by Directors of 


the Chicago Board at 
Special Meeting. 


Chicago, June 4.—Board of trade di- 
rectors fixed a maximum price for corn 
late today, as was done with wheat 
several weeks ago. The price Gxed was 
$1.65 on all contracts of corn for future 
delivery. 
| A special meeting of the directors was 
called immediately after trading closed 
thie afternoon, later the following reso- 
lution was given out: 

“Resolved, that on and after Wednes- 
day, June 6, 1917, until further notice 
members of this board in making con- 
tracts for the purchase or sale, by 
grade alone, of corn to be delivered in 
store, either for immediate or for fu- 
ture delivery shall not, in entering into 
such contracts, exceed the price of one 
dollar and sixty-five cents per bushel. 
Be it further 

“Resolved, that any member trading 
in violation of the foregoing shall be 
deemed to have committeed a grave of- 
‘fense against the good name of ‘the 
association.” 

Joseph P. Griffin, president of the 
board of trade, said after the meeting: 

“In order that this action of the. di- 
‘rectors in fixing a maximum price for 
all corn contracts may not be misifiter- 
preted, I would have it understood that 
the step was taken for purely preven- 
tive reasons. While governments and 
consumers are liberal buyers of corn 
for present and future delivery there 
is no present indication that this buy- 
ing has reached proportions that might 
result in unduly enhancing values. 

“It is the icy of the administration 
at Washington to prevent the price of 
foodstuffs reaching an abnormally high 
level, and the action of our directory 
today is simply in support of the policy 
of President Wilson and his advisers.“ 

According to grain brokers there is 
little corn in Chicago. Since last Thurs- 
day the price of the commodity has ad- 
vanced 12 to 16 cents, and the tendency 
to further advance is believed to have 
prompted the board of trade officials 
to fix a maximum price.

taining military information, from the 
United States to Germany through mem- 
bers of Norwegian ship crews. 

It was intimated by the United States 
commissioner, before whom the al- 
leged plotters were arraigned, that it 
was through their instrumentality that 
advance news of the impending arrival 
in England of the American destroyer 
fleet was sent to Germany before it

Big Guns Are Apparently 
Clearing the Way for An- 
other Advance by the Brit- 
ish Infantry.

New York, June 4—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The violent infantry engage- 
ments of Saturday and Sunday on vari- 
| ous sectors of the front in France, gave 
way on Monday to intensive artillery 
duels. The infantry remained inactive, 
except on several positions of the Brit- 
ish line, where Field Marshal Sir Doug- 
las Haig’s men carried out minor op- 
erations. 


ished the task of clearing out the Ger- 
mans from the single post they had 
held as a result of their attack of 
Sunday near Cherisy, southeast of Ar- 
ras, but the Germans were still hold- 
ing the footing they had obtained late 
Sunday in an attack on French front 
line positions northeast of the Froid- 
mont farm. 
To the south of Ypres around Wyt- 
schaete and on the famous Vimy ridge 
sector, between Lens and Arras, artil- 
lery battles of the most extreme vio- 
lence are in progress between the 
British and Germans, while the French 
and the Germans are engaged in spir- 
ited duels with the big guns west of 
Braye-en-Laonnois and on the Cra- 
onne-Chevreux sector. 
i From the region of Gorizia to the 
head of the Gulf of Triest the Aus- 
trians Sunday forced the Italians to ac- 
cept battle at various places, especially 
on the western slopes of San Marco, 
near Gorizia, wheré they invaded Ital- 
ian positions they had previously lev- 


eled by their gunfire. Their tenure of 
these, however, ‘was «short-lived, for 
the Italians, reinforced, in a counter- 
attack drove out the invaders, inflict- 
ing heavy casualties.

Secretary of Interior 
Tells Why We Fight Ger- 


America. 


Washington, June 4.—On the eve of 
war registration day, Secretary Lane, in 
a speech before the Hame club of the 
interior department, tonight answered 
the question, “Why are we fighting 
Germany?“ 

America is at war, Mr. Lane said, in 
self-defense, she is at war to save der- 
self with the rest of the world from the 
nation that has linked itself with the 
Turk and adopted the method of Ma- 
homet. _ ä 

“Tomorrow is registration day.“ said 
the secretary. “It is the duty of all to 
register if within the class called. There 
are some who have not clearly seen the 
reason for that call. To those I would 
speak a word: 

“Why are we fighting Germany? The 
brief answer is that ours is a war of 
self-defense. Germany made the at- 
tack upon us; on our ships, our lives, 
our rights, our future. For two years 
and more we held to a neutrality that 
made us apologists for things which out- 
raged man’s common sense of fair play 
and humanity. 

We Couldn’t Keep Out. 

“At each new offense, we said: This 
is war—archaic, uncivilized war—but 
war. All rules have been thrown away; 
man has come down to the primitive 
brute. And while we can not justify 
we will not intervene. It is not our 
war.’ 

Then why are we in? Because we 
could not keep out. The invasion of 
Belgium led to the invasion of the 
United States by slow, steady, logical 
steps. 

“We talked in the language and in 
the spirit of good faith and sincerity, 
until we discovered that our talk was 
construed as cowardice. 

“And so we came into this war for 
ourselves. It is a war to save Ameri- 
ca, to preserve self-respect, to justify 
our right to live as we have lived, not 
as some one else wishes us to live. 
In the name of freedom we challenge 
with ships and men, money and an un- 
daunted spirit that word ‘Verboten’ 
which Germany has written upon the 
sea and upon the land. 

It is more precious that this Amer- 
ica should live than that we Americans 
should live. And this America, as we 
now see, has been challenged from the 
first of this war by the strong army of 
a power that has no sympathy with 
our purpose, and will not — to 
destroy us if we stand across her set 
will to make this world bow before her 
policies. The world of Christ has come 
again face to face with the world of 
Mahomet, who willed to win by force.

Preserving Fish for Domestic 
Use. 


(Bulletin of U. S. Department of Commerce.) 

As a measure of economy in the present 
period of high prices of foodstuffs and as a 
contribution to the conservation of the food 
supply, which is one of the country’s urgent 
needs, the bureau of fisheries urges house- 
wives, particularly those living near streams 
and lakes or the seashore, to preserve fish 
for home consumption. The fish can be 
bought -when they are cheap, during times of 
plenty, and held for use during the winter 
when, ordinarily, prices are high. In many 
cases waste fishes, which because of preju- 
dice or ignorance are not placed on the 
market, may be bought for little and some- 
times may be obtained from the fishermen 
for the asking. Practically all fishes are 
edible, and purchasers should not be deterred 
from buying them on account of their unat- 
tractive appearance. Some of the ugliest 
are among the best. Two easy methods of 
preserving, namely, canning and salting, are 
available to housewives. To be sure of suc- 
cess the methods here described should be 
earefully followed. 

: Canning. 

When using coarse-scaled, thick-skinned 
fishes, cut off the fins or make an incision 
on each side of the fin and pull it out. Make 
an incision through the skin along the back, 
another along the belly, and connect these 
two by a third encircling the body just be- 
hind the head, impale the head on a hook 
or sharpened nail driven through a plank, 
take hold of the skin at the angle of the 
two incisions at the back of the head and 
remove it by pulling toward the tail. Thin- 
skinned fishes, like herring and alewives, 
should be scaled, not skinned. 3 

Cut off the head, remove the intestines 
and other organs, and take out the backbone 
by making a cut with a sharp knife on each 
side, inside the body cavity. Wash thor- 
oughly, taking particular care to remove 
the blood along the back. 

Cut the fish into strips to fit the length 
ot the jars to be used and rub with dry salt. 
using a leveltablespoonful to each pint jar 
of fish. Fill the jars with the pieces packed 
as tightly as possible, put on the rubber 
rings, and place the caps on the jars loosely, 
so that the steam can escape.

The 
cheeks and the portion between the jaws, 
including the tongue, of many large fishes 
are excellent when boiled, and they may be 
preserved by removing the eyes and gills and 
packing the heads, after splitting them 
lengthwise in the same container with the 
rest of the fish. | 

Slender fish, such as mackerel, whiting. 
large herring, etc, should be split down 
the back to one side of the backbone for the 
entire length, the belly walls not being cut. 
The backbone need not be removed. Smaller 
fish of the same character need not be split 
but should be carefully eviscerated. Coarse- 
scaled, thick-skinned, spiny-finned fishes 
like black bass, perch, etc., should be skinned, 
and unless large and thick meated, need not 
be split. ' 

Having dressed and thoroughly washed 
the fish in water containing a little salt. 
taking particular care to remove the blood 
near the backbone, cure them as follows: 

Place a layer of coarse salt on the bot- 
tom of a tight keg, barrel, or other suitable 
vessel, and on this spread a layer of fish, one 
deep, sprinkle salt thickly over these, add 
enother layer of fish, and repeat until the 
parrel is full or the supply of fish exhausted. 
The salt and the Moisture from the ffs will 
make a strong brine in which the fish should 

| ek, or 10 days. At the end of 


fresh egg. After a week this brine should 
be drawn off and the barrel filled with a 
saturated brine; that is, one in which a little 
undissolved salt will remain on the bottom 
of the vessels after the solution has been 
subjected to prolonged stirring.
